A dedicated Pottstown public serv­ 
ant, who served his community honor­ 
ably and conscientiously for more than 
25 years, was sacrificed on the altar of 
politics by borough council. 
Many of the years he devoted in the 
public interest without pay, with little 
praise, albeit with complete devotion to 
duty. 
lie was Wiliiam 11. McCabe, former 
councilman and once a He publican can­ 
didate for burgess (now mayor). 
He was fired as a member of the 
Pottstown borough parking authority— 
a strict Iv non-paying, job. The authority 
is little known, but does a big job in 
keeping solvent the borough's vehicle 
parking lots. 


McCabe was dismissed by Council 
President Milton B Sailer, who read a 
lengthy and involved statement of 2000 
words, obviously not prepared by him­ 
self but by Mayor Joseph A. Sue hoz a. 
Sailer's “message*’ explained McCabe 
was dismissed because he never legally 
was reappointed to the job. 
But the 
Slate law provides that “members shall 
hold office until their successors have 
been appointed and may succeed them­ 
selves.” 
Also, the real giveaway came when 
Sailer said “members of the present 
majority party have advised me that it 
was 
not 
their 
intent 
to 
reappoint 
McCabe.” 
So the rigamarole about ending con­ 
fusion in parking authority appointment 
really was not necessary. Council merely 
wanted to lop off a Republican — and 
that’s 
its 
privilege, 
politics 
being 
politics! 


There is no quarrel with the way 
Pottstown council dumped McCabe. 
W hen administ r a t i ons ch a n ge, the re * s 


a great deal of head-rolling. There’s no 
regard for efficiency or years of service. 
The loyal party workers must be assu­ 
aged for the pain they suffered when 
not in office! 
But there is a quarrel in getting rid 
of the one man who did most for Potts- 
t own1 s authorities — bodies that stiou 1 d 
be non-political. He was fitted for this 
government work, because he was an 
ardent student of government, as well as 
a teacher of it in the Pottstown High 
school. 
McCabe was appointed to Pottstown 
borough council in 1941 and subsequ­ 
ently was elected to two terms, serving 
five years in all. 
He was an original member of the 
Pottstown Borough authority (formed 
in 19511, which expanded the sewage 
disposal 
plant, 
enlarged, 
the 
water 
works, and generally aided in keeping 
down 
Pottstown 
taxes 
by 
operating 
authorities at a profit. 
He did much of the leg work him­ 
self—and all this for free, for in the 
early days of the authorities no emolu­ 
ment came to the members. 
Only in 
later years, when the work entailed 
many meetings a month long hours of 
on-field study, was a nominal fee paid 
to members. 
McCabe never could be repaid for 
his services to the community—and he’s 
not likely to agree he should. 
But as one of the most cerebral 
members of the borough hall family, 
he was most valuable to a citizenry that 
asks for clean water, efficient sewage 
disposal, and low taxes. 
McCabe stood 
for all of these. 
We regret that politics demanded his 
removal. Even in the national govern­ 
ment “good” Republicans frequently are 
found valuable to a Democratic adminis­ 
tration. It is too bad it can’t happen 
here. 


Ky s Dictatorial Censorship 


South Vietnam’s premier, Nguyen 
Cao Ky, has defied the recently passed 
constitution of South Vietnam. We think 
this defiance illustrates some real prob­ 
lems with General Ky. 
On April I. the ruling generals of 
South Vietnam put forth a new national 
constitution drawn by an elected assem­ 
bly, which was to take effect “imme­ 
diately.” 
Article 12, paragraph 2 of 
that constitution says: 
“Censorship is 
abolished except for motion pictures and 
plays.” 
Vet, on May 16, Premier Ky said, 
“From now until election day, any news­ 
paper article that might create dissen- 
tion among the people will be censored.” 
In recent w eeks blank spaces—w here 
articles have been censored out—have 
regularly appeared on the front pages of 
Saigon newspapers. 


Perhaps in itself Ky's unilateral cen­ 
sorship is not serious. Vet it follows on 
the heels of Ky’s “juggling” of the vote 
on the constitutional assembly which 
drew up the new constitution. 
At that time, Ky restricted from vot­ 


ing in the election anyone not friendly 
to the Ky government instead of letting 
all people in South Vietnam join in the 
election for their government. 
Because of his ruthless handling of 
opposition, General Kv has been called 
South Vietnam’s “Little Hitler.” Wheth­ 
er this charge is true or not, one press­ 
ing 
fact 
remains 
South Vietnam 
is 
fighting a civil war with North Vietnam. 
When the South Vietnamese elect 
their new government and president this 
autumn, the election must be more 
representative than was the election for 
the constitutional assembly or else the 
drawing of the constitution and the sup­ 
posed handing over of South Vietnam's 
government to the South Vietnamese 
becomes a mockery. 
Since the United States is so involved 
in the affairs of South Vietnam, do we 
have any choice but to insure that real, 
h on est, 
a e d 
com pi e t e 
re p resen tali on 
comes to the government of South 
Vietnam? 
Such representation has not come 
through General Ky’s dictatorial censor­ 
ship. 
That situation must be changed.

Japanese Temples 


Feature Bells

Dtar A! Prince: 


* VISIT 
JAPANESE temples and the 
tourist will be intrigued by the bells. In Japan 
the word “bell” naturally calls to mind that of 
a temple. 
In ancient Japan, a temple was a sort of 
school where a large number of neophytes was 
accommodated and led a strict daily routine lis­ 
tening to lectures, studying sutras and attend­ 
ing other Buddhist rites. 


The temple bell originally was sounded to 
summon the young priests to prayers, semong 
or for other assemblies. 


The bells and carillons in the churches and 
cathedrals here in America usually are rung 
every day at the hour of prayer. They are rung 
also * for* weddings, funerals, masses and at 
Easter, Christmas and other special occasions. 
One of the characteristics of our American bells 
is that they have pendulums or “tongues,” while 
the Japanese bells do not. 


Japanese bells generally are made of cast 
bronze and hung from the ceiling of the belfry. 
Hung beside the bell is a long, thick pestle-like 
struck, emits a peculiar low sound which leaves 
in its wake a long, lingering and delicate 
reverberation. 


In order to prevent cracks from forming 
on the bell, it is not struck a second time until 
the last notes have subsided completely. There­ 
fore, the sound of a Japanese bell increasingly 
becomes more resonant and impressive. 


A LARG E NUMBER of Japanese tem­ 
ples sound their bells three times a day, at 
6 a.m., noon and 6 p.m. to announce the time 
of the day. 


But the method of striking and handling 
the bell differs according to various Buddhist 
sects. 
Strict regulations govern the details of 
how to sound a bell. No machinery is used in 
the sounding of bells in Japan, as it is here. 


The bell was introduced to Japan as early 
as 710 A. D., together with Buddhism from 
China by way of Korea. 
The height of the 
typical Japanese temple bell is about four feet, 
with a. diameter of two feet.

The oldest bell in Japan today is the one 
at the Myoshinji temple in Kytot which was 
cast in 698 and is famed for its fine tone. 


^ N EA R LY all the temple bells are in­ 
scribed with passages from Buddhist sutras 
indicating the great religious significance of 
their low, long, and delicate tones. One says: 
“By hearing the sound of bells, all living beings 
will be released from the agony of everyday 
life and attain Nirvana.” 


Because of this religious impact on the 
people, numerous legends and traditions con­ 
cerning temple bells have been handed down 
from generation to generation. 


In Kyto. for instance there’s a story of a 
woman whose child was kidnapped who visited 
this temple. The moon was full. She pounded 
the temple bell, and this resulted in the recov­ 
ery of her child. 
Another is a famous story that deals with 
a Princess Kiyohime. who is deeply in love with 
an itinerant priest named Achin. 
The princess 
transforms herself into the shape cf a snake 
and finds her lover hiding in. a temple bell. 
She then winds her long body around the bell 
and with her scorching love, burns the bell 
together with the hidden Anchin. 
Each, year, on New Year’s eve,, temples in 
Japan start sounding their bells at midnight. 
The bell is sounded 108 times and the Buddhist 
legend has it that all living beings can be saved 
from the 108 evil passions by listening to the 
sounds of the bell. It is a custom of the Japan­ 
ese to go to the temple on New Year's eve to 
hear the bells tolling as they send off the old 
year and welcome the new. 


★ W EDDING BELLS always occasion some 
trite comment, so it's not unusual thafthe Japan 
Vitor’s Guide comes up with a plav on an old 
saw. 
This says: “Marry in haste, repent at 
leisure.” This old saw has been rewritten in 
Japan. 
“Marry in haste, repay at leisure” is the 
new Japanese approach to that condition of 
voluntary servitude known as matrimony. 
A Tokyo organization known explicitv as 
the Japan Marriage Credit center finances wed­ 
dings to the tune of a million yen or more, 
and. in a move that “Marryin* Sain” would no 
doubt heartily endorse, offers package deals 
for as little as 50,000 yen and five years to pay 
which include everything but the bride and 
groom.

While they did not say so. ar­ 
m am ent probably was high on 
the agenda of talks Soviet Presi­ 
dent Nikolai V. Podgorny uill 
have in Cairo with President 
Gamal Abdel Nasser. 
Cairo reported that Podgorny 
had received a tumultuous wel­ 
come when he arrived from Yu­ 
goslavia. where he had made an 
overnight 
stop for talks with 
President Tito.

increasing the debt Cairo owes. 
Some of these weapons are said 
to be new ones, and the cost to 
the Soviet Union was expectpd 
to run into hundreds of millions 
of dollars. 
Western military experts have 
said in the past that the Soviet 
Union furnished Egypt and oth­ 
er Middle East Arab nations 
with obsolete weapons that cost 
little to ship. But it is known 
that Egypt also had in its arsen­ 
al some new Soviet weapons.

—Cassius 
Clay still is the world heavy­ 
weight cham pion as far as the 
British Boxing B oard of Control 
is concerned. 
“ We still recognize Clay as 
world cham pion and will contin­ 
ue to do so until he is actually 
convicted,” 
said Teddy W al­ 
tham , secretary of the BBBC, 
W ednesday. 
“ At the m om ent the case is 
sub judice (before a court) and 
we m ust wait until he is actual­ 
ly convicted,” said W altham .” 
Once he is actually convicted— 
if he is—then we would cease to 
recognize him as the world 
champion. In the m eantim e we 
m ust hold fire.” 
Clay is appealing a conviction 
on crim inal charges of refusing 
induction for m ilitary service. 
The fighter’s attorneys have 
said it will take at least 18 
months before C lay’s appeals 
are exhausted. 
The World Boxing Association 
and the New Y ork State Athletic 
Commission stripped Clay of 
title recognition when he first 
refused induction. 
W altham added that if the 
appeals went on a long time 
then the BBBC would support 
fights to determine an interim, 
champion. 
“In other words,” said Wal­ 
tham, “the world title would be 
frozen until such time as Clay’s 
appeals were sorted out. But at 
the moment we must still recog­ 
nize Clay as champion while his 
appeal is being heard.”
